contracted out lo a fanner not many. 
.nailcs away from Barrie. 

That first eventful journey lie and 
Grannie could ool readily., forget. 
They had never been used to any- 
thing like the rough corduroy roads 
over whieh ihcv now had to travel, 
and to add to their difficulty. Gran- 
nie was worn out for waul ot sleep 
on the long and troublesome joiir- 
nev up from the coast. Xcvcr_wa9 
home more welcome to new arrivals 
than was the little shack that await- 
ed Ihem at the cud of their weary 
inarch, tor they had lo qovcr much 
of ihc distance on foot. 

It was not Gideon's intention, 
however, to settle down on another's 
farm. He had come out lo farm 
for himself, and later on, wlitii free 
to do so, he moved «itl> his family 
away to the Meduute tkMi ing, « hero 
he and two sous had t.ikcn up some-
